Wlesbad«en,  Germany  - Excerpts 
from  a letter  to  Alma  Day  dated 
November  18,  1945  . ■ : . 

"I'm  leaving  here  Saturday  for  ■ 
Le  Havre-,  where  I'll  probably  ■ ' 
have  to  wait  for  a couple  of 
weeks,  but  hope  to  sail  the  last 
of  the  month.  I was  anxious  to 
see  .-Germany,  but  I've  had  enough. 
Home  will  look  good  to  me. ..It  Is 
raining  hard  at  the  moment,  and 
due  to  shortage  of  fuel,  we  have 
no  electricity  during  the  day  and 
no  heat... Every  place  where  we 
might  go  In  the  evenings  closes 


at  10:30  and  there's  nothing  to 
do  but  go  to  bed.  Give  my  best 
regards  to  all  the  boys  and 
glr],s.  " 

Alma  Day  also  received  a letter 
from  a former  employee  of  the 
Cooperative  Division  who  Is  now 
In  Tokyo  as  Secretary  to  the 
Political  Adviser  to  the  Supreme 
Commander  of  the  Allied  Powers. 

He  says,  "Who  should  I run  Into 
last  night  but  Bob  Willy.  He 
didn't  have  on  his  Insignia,  so  I 
am  not  sure,  although  I believe 
he  said  he  was  Lieut.  Colonel  In 
charge  of  civil  affairs.  He 
expects  to  be  home  In  six  weeks." 

Excerpts  from  letter  from  Mrs. 
William  Koll  to  Farm  Credit  Club. 

"After  a year  as  a C. P.T.  student. 
Bill  had  a temporary  deferment 
and  then  went  Into  the  army  as  a 
private.
